charge of being unpatriotic or being 
guilty of profiteering justly laid at 
their doors. We are being relied upon 
to steady the ship, as the great con- 
serving force In this country. 
We at 


once are representatives of both cap- 
ital and labor, of both producer and 
consumer, of all four merged in one, 
and we should keep ourselves aloof 
from any affiliation that will place us 
in an unenviable position. 


Matters have been running more 


smoothly with the league since ar- 
rangements were made for the dealers 
to buy all the product of members, 
the price to be based on the butter 
and cheese basis. 
While the prices 


were higher than we had anticipated 
perhaps for the first part of the year 
they are now below what we should 
receive, but we should not lose sight 
of the average for the year. We are 
no doubt ahead of the game by aban- 
doning the Warren formula and ac- 
cepting the butter and cheese basis. 


While only 10 of the

At Albany on Friday last the city of 


Onconta waa represented by City At- 
torney Owen C. Becker at the State 
conference ol the Mayor's committee 
In charge of the telephone rule cases. 
There were 40 cities represented and 
GO villages which In like manner are 
affected by the new rates. At tho con- 
clusion of tho conference the com- 
mittee of seven of which Mr. Becker 
Is a member, advised the Public Serv- 
ice commission that it was tho pur- 
pose of tho cities to handle the tele- 
phone complaint cases as a whole. The 
plan Is to try out at first a limited 
number of typical cases with the view 
that the results In these cases will in 
effect lie decisive in otuor similar ones. 
The commission was petitioned not 
to set down hearings on complaints 
until further notification "from the con- 
ference committee. The Buffalo com- 
plaint lus been set dofc-n for a hearing 
on January 8. 


At the conference of cities It was 


further resolved to employ Milo Roy 
Maltbie, formerly Public Service com- 
missioner for the First district, to in- 
\estigate telephone 
conditions and 


charges in behalf of the cities, and to 
report theieon. 
A second resolution 


on the part of the meeting was that 
the legislature be urged to pass such 
amendment to the Public Service law 
as will enable the commissions to sus- 
pend rates pending investigation, as 
now can be done in railway cases. 


The legislature will also be asked 


to appropriate a sum sufficient to en- 
able the Public Service commissions 
to investigate and evaluate the tele- 
phone properties In the state, so that 
there may be some proper basis for 
decision.

bard to keep out the "undesirable 
alien" among Insects of all kinds, but 
as In the case of the Japanese beetle, 
one or two occasionally smuggle them- 
selves In as stow-aw.tys on plants or 
fruits, and then escape to work against 
the country they have adopted.—Phila- 
delphia North American.

Farmer* Atkttf to Acquaint Them-1 


aelvea With the Requirement* and 
Make-up of the Census Question*— 
Only tht Uninformed Farmer Shies 
From th* CMMia Enumerator—In- 
formation Uaed to Better Agriculture 
•I CwtdMlMt. 


(Prepared by the United statee Depart. 
re-nt ot Agriculture.) 


In an advisory capacity, the United 


States department of agriculture Is as- 
sisting the bureau of the census in 
preparations for taking the 1»20 cen- 
sus. Because the farmer usually la 
busy In the early spring and also be- 
cause the farm herds and flocks are 
not as replete at this period as at 
some other season, the date of the 
census has been chanced to January 
1, 1920, Instead of April 1. Hence, on 
January 1 In all sections of the coun- 
try enumerators will begin the work 
of visiting the 7,000.000 farms peopled 
by 35,000.000 rural citizens, who com- 
prise practically one-third of the total 
population of the United States. 


Farmers over the country are urged 


by the federal'department of agricul- 
ture to acquaint 'themselves as thor- 
oughly as possible with the require- 
ments and make-up of the census ques- 
tions. Considerable figuring and ac- 
counting must be done by the farmer— 
although the computations are In no 
respect as complicated as those essen- 
tial in figuring his income-tax return— 
to answer accurately and fully the 
questions which will be put to him by 
the enumerator. Many of these ques- 
tions cover subject matter h»retofore 
not included. As the statistics obtain- 
ed from the agricultural census will 
largely determine the futnre land poli- 
cy of the federal government. U Is 
every farmer's duty to make Individ- 
ual answers as accurately as possible. 
Such Information involves some little 
study on his part previous to the ap- 
pearance of the enumerator. 


It is only the uninformed fanner 


who shies from the census enumerator 
as though he were an objectionable 
iook agent. Others are glnd to aid 
this work of assembling specific facts 
and figures abont all the farming oper- 
itions and farms of this country, since 
they are aware that this Information 


used directly for the promotion and 


development of better agricultural con- 
ditions throughout the country. 


New Queatlona In Summary. 


The agricultural census statistics 


are divided Into facts covering farm 
tenure; farm acreage; farm encum- 
brances; farm values; farm expenses 
uses of the land In 1919; drainage 
crops produced in 1919; live stock 
maintained, Inclui: ng an enumeration 
of the various nu nbers of each class 
and grade on ei r farm; farm fa- 
cilities, such as tK.ctors, automobiles, 
trucks, and other form conveniences; 
co-operative marketing; pure-bred ani- 
mals maintained; fruits; nuts; and 
forest products. 


Information will be secured which 


will enable the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture to figure up the 
length of the "agricultural ladder"— 
how long It takes the young farmer to 
learn the rudiments of his trade, so 
that he Is able to graduate from the 
position, of hired man to that of cash 
or share tenant, and later on to change 
from tenant Into owner. Furthermore, 
the name und address of the owner ol 
each piece of land in the United States 
will be obtained. This Information w IV 
be secured by new questions, such as: 
Bow many years, If any, did you vrork 
on a farm for wages? Bow man; 
years have you teen, or were you, a 
tenant? Bow many years have yon 
farmed as an owner? Bow long have 
yon operated this farm? If you rent 
all ot this farm what do yon pay as 
rent? If yon rent any farm land from 
others or manage any farm land foi 
others, give name and address of own- 
er of land. 


Other new questions In the comtn; 


census Involve the amount of land 
from which no crop was harvested this 
year because of crop failure: crop land 
lying idle or fallow In 1919; pasture 
land In each farm. The farmer is alsc 
requested to give the total value of bit 
farm January 1, 1920. as well as th« 
value of all buildings on the fane 
and the value of Implements and ma- 
chinery belonging to the farm. If anj 
eocnmbranres exist against the proper 
ty. he Is asked to specify the fetal 
amount of debt on the land on the da) 
the census Is taken, and the rate ol 
Interest he pays on this debt. 


Under the head of fana expense* 


each farmer is n<&cd to state UK 
aracnnt expended In 1919 for hay 
grain, mill feed, and other product! 
cot raided on the farm which he nsc< 
a« fcrd for domestic animate ac<J ponl 
try: the amounts of cash expensed fot 
tc3DGre end fertilizer find for farm la- 
bor, exclusive ot housework. Be alst 
la to give the estimated win* ot UK 
house rent and board furnished fara 
laborers In 1919 to addition to Cta 
cash 


which Include particulars 
the number of tractors oa the firm, tht 
number of automobiles, motor trucks, 
whether the farm bo* a telephone, wa- 
ter system, and gas or electric lights. 
Information is also requested as t< 
whether there Is a local co-operative 
marketing club, and fanners are ask- 
ed to give the value of all farm prod- 
acts sold through or to such organiza- 
tions In 1019, and also the cost of sup- 
plies purchased through the assistance 
of such on association. 


Complete information Is also asked 


regarding the orchard fruits, sub- 
tropical fruits, nuts, small fruits, fruit 
products, grapes or grape products, 
and greenhouse and hothouse areat 
iiud equipments which are produced or 
v, lilch are used on each farm. 


In order to ascertain the timber and 


lumber resources of each farm, time 
forestry questions are asked: The 
number of acres of merchantable tim- 
ber, consisting principally of trees of 
saw-log size; the value of all forest 
products of the farm at the date c -Ca- 
lled which have been sold or are for 
sale, and the value of all homegrown 
forest products which nave been or 
will be used on the farm.

Dirtier the Atmosphere, the Mom Im- 


mune One Is to Disease, Says 


Colonel Vaughn. 


St. Louis, Mo.—There Is no indica- 


tion of an epidemic of Influenza this 
winter, according to speakers at the 
convention of the Association of Mil- 
itary Surgeons of the United States 
here. 


One method of spreading the disease 


Is by handshaking, It was said. 


Col. Victor G. Vaughn, In an address, 


declared the dirtier th« atmosphere 
and the more bacteria one breathed, 
the more Immune he wonld be to dis- 
ease. This Tvas proved, he said, by 
statistics ompiled during the war, 
which showed that the greatest death 
rate from disease was among men from 
rural districts. 


"The city-reared man," be asserted, 


"Is accustomed to breathing filthy air, 
while the country-bred man Is not, and 
consequently a foul atmosphere win 
affect the latter sooner than the for- 
mer."

report of my death Is greatly exagger- 
ated."

Each letter that came has been an- 


swered either by McGulre himself 01 
his mother. Notificatlon*has been sent 
to the authorities that McGulre Is liv- 
ing, but they still insist on killing hint 
off with clock-like regularity. The no- 
tices of fa's demise are also liable to 
contain tbe information that he was a 
cook, n wagon driver, a sergeant oi 
artillery or any other such rank, whllt 
McGulre plaintively states that a man 
has to be killed before his rank it 
raised apparently, as he was "cothlnj 
but a buck private." 


McGuire fought during the St. Ml- 


hiel drive and was hit by a piece ol 
shrapnel and 
TV as Invalided home 


After recuperating from his wound, 
which was not severe, he was dis- 
charged and began working for thi 
Harlan shipbuilding plant. 


In addition to telegrams, a lettei 


was received from the chaplain of th« 
regiment teHlng Mrs. McGuire of th« 
heartrending circumstances of hit 
death, full details and a complete de< 
scrlptlon of bis surroundings, gravQ 
etc., accompanying the letter. Th« 
chaplain was from Germantown, Pa, 
and Mrs. McGnlre wrote a letter tc 
him, thanking him for his sympathy, 
but saying she was glad it was mi» 
placed, as her son was not dead, bul 
very much alive.

Soldier* of Fortune Ar* Joining With 


RuMlana, Pelts and Czecho-filovaki 
—Demand In Russia Is for ThoM 
with Technical Knowledge Who Cm 
Serve as Instructors—foUnt* AIM 
In Fitld for Instructor*. 


Hundreds of British ex-offleers are 


seeking new fields in which to fight 
British soldiers of fortune promise to 
be »g common on the continent as th»»j 
were in tbe days of tbe Thirty Yean' 
war. 


Russia at present holds out th« 


greatest attractions for the adven- 
turers. 
After north Russia come 


Esthonla, Poland and Czecho-SlovaVla, 
All foreign governments engaged in 
small wars or in licking their armies 
into shape are offering posts to demob- 
ilized British officers. 


On the books of tbe Russian em- 


bassy are the names of more than 100 
officers who have volunteered to serve. 
The demand is for those with technical 
knowledge who can act as Instructors 
At the moment the only front to which 
the Russian government is sending of- 
ficers Is to north Russia, so recently 
evacuated by British forces. 


Shipping Difficulties. 


Shipping facilities are surrounded 


with difficulties, but they are being ob- 
tained. On that northern front, before 
the British left, the bolshevists sought 
to lure British, officers to their service. 
A pamphlet was issued offering them 
large salaries. 


Russian authorities are still consid- 


ering the matter of pay. As the mat- 
ter Is arranged at present British offi- 
cers, excepting in case of flying officers, 
will receive the Russian pay of theli 
tank, which in most cases Is hardly 
more than $50 a month. TheEsthonlan 
government has engaged several offi- 
cers to conduct aenal operations and 
their pay is even higher than that in 
the British air forces. 


The drawback Is that the adventure! 


is paid in the currency of the country 
tor which he fights and it may or may 
not be redeemable in future yean. 
North Russian government rubles, un- 
til the British forces left, were guar- 
anteed by Great Britain. The cur- 
tency of Gen. Yndenitch and of the 
Southern armies In Russia was hardly 
In the same category, but chances of 
redeeming their money fire not deter- 
ring the seekers after war. 


Poland In Field. 


Poland Is newly arrived hi the field 


of competition for foreign officers and 
positions as instructors are being of- 
fered to demobilized British officers. 
The monthly pay Is at the rate of 800 
marks for a captain and 600 marks foi 
a lieutenant Thirty days leave in 
England a year and assurance of med 
leal care and assistance are Included 
In the conditions, the Polish wat 
office has opened a special department 
at Warsaw to deal with the affairs of 
foreign officers. 


A visit to the Czecho-Slovak legation 


in London reveals that twenty ex-of- 
ficers of tbe British army have applied 
to Prague for service in the Creek 
army. The trouble with all foreign 
governments at this moment Is their 
lack of ready funds, but that Is an old 
story. Soldiers of fortune were con- 
tinuously Impecunious. South America 
may provide a better field for the ad- 
venturers. Mexican armies have had 
and still have many British officers 
fighting for them.

CUTS HURLEY'S BEARD 


Professor Performs Feat of 


Benefit to Farmers. 


University of Alberta A0ronon.<»t« 


Remove th* Barb From 


Whiskers of Grain. 


Edmonton, Alberta.—Trimming till 


beard of barley is the accomplishment 
claimed by the agronomists at tht 
University of Alberta this summer. 
Speclflfcally what they did was to at- 
tempt to remove the beard altogether, 
Succeeding only In taking the barb 
out of the beard. This, it was de- 
clared, is of Immense potential agri- 
cultural benefit. 


It Is the barb In barley that makes, 


all the trouble in handling and fe^J- 
log the grain, It is said, and unsuc- 
cessful efforts have been made for 
years botli In Canada and the United 
States, to remove the beard. But with 
the barb gone the experts «ay, the 
beard doesn't particularly matter. 


II the claims made for the Improved 


barley are borne out authorities bold 
It may become a staple variety of 
•western Canada. Two varieties of 
barley are grown In Alberta—the two- 
rowed and six-rowed. The former is 
used for beer-making, but six-rowed 
barley Is the chief crop of central 
Alberta for feeding purposes. It is a 
sure crop, favored in mixed farming 
regions, and yields from 40 to DO 
bushels to the acre.
